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wound round its object of support, growth in a longitudinal direc- 
tion in the Ipraneh in question seemed to cease ; but below the 
[iroxiinal part of the coil, or that nearest the root, one of the fully 
deyeloi)ed huds would break and continue the ascending axis, 
which, when it had attainetl a length of 1 or 2 feet, would coil its 
terminus, and stop growing lengthwise as the branch had done 
from whicli it grew. This process seemed to be repeated indefi- 
nitely. Tlie plant might be called a terminal twiner. Other me- 
nispermaeeoiis plants seemed to have a similar tendency, though 
not so marked, and some were not very different in habit from 
ordinary twiners, as, for example, Meniapermum canadensis.

The death of H. E. Yan Rijgersma, a Correspondent of the 
Academy, was aunoiineed. 

On the Distribution of Plants. — Isaac C. Martindale exhibited 
specimens of Phallus., and stated that he had noticed its reappear- 
ance in the yard attached to his dwelling for four years. Its de- 
velopment was very rapid; at the time it was first noticed this 
year it presented the appearance of a hen’s egg with about one- 
third of the surface protruding from the ground; within twenty- 
four hours it had more than doubled in size, and showed some 
signs of an opening at the upper end ; about six hours later the 
stipe had forced its wa}^ out to the extent of nearly six inches. 
Although so offensive in odor, it attracted large numbers of flies, 
from twenty to thirty being on it at one time. He stated, as a 
singular fact, that this species reappeared year after year in a 
space not more than three feet in diameter ; and although plants 
of this class produce an immense amount of spores, not more than 
four specimens of this species had been noticed near the locality 
on any occasion. 

In conneetion with the subject, Mr. ^fartiudale further stated 
that probably no class of plants have a greater amount of pollen 
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ill proportion to the number of seeds produced than the Pines. 
He hail recently detected one tree of Finns mitis^ npar Camden, 
•which species he believed was gradnall 3 " disappearing from this 
section of the country ; there were but three cones on the tree, 
•which was a large one, and eyideiitl>^ on the decline. 

Aubrey II. Smith spoke of the disappearance of the Red Oak, 
Quei'cus rubi'a^ from a locality in western Pennsylvania, about 
one hundred miles from Lake Erie, that had been visited b^^ him 
during the past summer. He •svas informed that it had been quite 
abundant there tliirt}^ or fort 3 ^ jmars ago; indeed large numbers of 
fallen and partly deca 3 ^ed trees were still to be seen through the 
woods. 

Mr. Martindale also stated that while a number of plants that 
were now common in the Southern States bordering on the Atlan- 
tic coast, and of frequent occurrence in this latitude and further 
north a few 3 ’ears ago, were graduall 3 ^ disappearing from their 
northern loealities, other speeies, heretofore regarded exclusively 
as southern, were extending their range to the northward. He 
bad recently collected Fluchea bifrons near Cape May, New Jer- 
sey, a siiecies which had not heretofore been detected in that 
State.
